ABOAR D KC135 WV-Gen. Cur­ 
tis E. LeMay lifted his record- 
setting KC135 jet Stratotanker off 
Buenos Aires’ Ezeica Field early 
today in quest of a possible inter- 
American jet speed record. 
The tough, cigar-smoking U.S. 
Air Force vice chief of staff and 
22 other persons left Buenos Aires 
about 4:28 a.m. (EST). 
A Buenos Aires - Washington 
speed record appeared to be in 
the making. 
Maintenance crew worked near­ 
ly through the night preparing the 
four-jet tanker for the takeoff. 
LeMay charted a nearly direct 
course for the approximately 5,000 
miles to Washington on his way 
home from a quick visit to Ar­ 
gentina’s National Aviation Week 
and a call on Provisional Presi­ 
dent Pedro Aramburu.

The KC135 is a military version 
of the Boeing 707 jetliner, which 
is expected to go into commercial 
airline service by 1959. The Strato­ 
tanker is designed to refuel thi 
global B52 bomber and other jets, 
and also can be converted to car­ 
ry up to 1 00 troops, or cargo.

In Communist a v ia tion circles the big news 


of the week, the month a nd the yea r — per­ 
ha ps of the deca de — is a n incident tha t 
ma y be underestima ted in the United Sta tes. 
This is a n insta nce in which the America n 
ha bit of pooh - poohing wha t is done a t home 
a nd gee - whizzing ev erything done by the 
Communists could concea l something of gen­ 
uine significa nce. 
The U.S. Air Force chief of sta ff, Gen. Cur­ 
tis LeMa y, ha s directed the flight of a KC135 
jet ta nker from a ba se in Ma ssa chusetts to 
Buenos Aires a t a n a v era ge speed of just 
under 490 miles a n hour without stopping or 
refueling. 
The dista nce cov ered wa s 6,350 miles The 
KC 135 is the milita ry na me for the Boeing 
707. this country’s lea ding bid for the sa me 
lea dership in jet a v ia tion tha t ha s ma de its 
pla nes sta nda rd equipment throughout t h e 
propeller era . 
Millions of America ns ha v e seen the Boe­ 
ing 707 during its test flights. Most Ameri­ 
ca ns know tha t Gen. LeMa y is the ciga r- 
smoking. hea v y - jowled ma n who a ppea rs 
in public from time to time in connection 
with Air Force dev elopments. 


Verne Sa w It Coming 
Rea ders of the fa nta sies of J ules Verne 
a re remembering tha t he wrote a ll a bout 
spa ce tra v el in 1865 in a two - v olume work 
tha t sounds like a prophecy. America ns, he 
thought, would be first to rea ch the moon, 
a nd their closest competitors would be Rus­ 
sia ns. 
His story sa id the America n moon rocket 
would be la unched from southern 
Florida . 
It would bea r a loft three men a nd two dogs. 
In his story, the contra ption got out of ha nd 
a nd went into a n orbit a round the moon, it­ 
self, thereby becoming a sa tellite of a sa tel­ 
lite. 
The firing dev ice wa s a hole 900 feet deep, 
a nd the rocket wa s going a t a speed of 
25,000 miles a n hour when it left the ea rth, 
a ca lcula tion tha t corresponds with modern 
requirements for getting out of the ea rth s 
a tmosphere. 
The dev ice wa s jolted out of its moon or­ 
bit by rockets fired a t the moon’s surfa ce 
a nd plunged ea rthwa rd, fa lling into the Pa ­ 
cific Ocea n. All the pa ssengers were sa v ed. 
America ns, sa ys Verne, beca me “ moon ma d” 
while this wa s going on a nd bega n to drea m 
of sta king out cla ims on the moon’s surfa ce. 
He could be right. No one would wa nt to bet 
a t this sta ge tha t America ns will not be the 
first to rea ch the moon. When they get 
wra pped up in a thing, they do not know 
the word “ impossible.” 
As they used to sa y in World Wa r II, 
the “ difficult” will be done right a wa y; the 
“ impossible” ta kes a little longer. 


Little Roek Voted 
The neglected study of ca use-a nd-effect a nd 
a ction-rea ction in popula r decisions dema nd­ 
ed a ttention when Little Rock v oted 
la st 
week. 
Here wa s a city tha t ha d been torn a pa rt 
in turmoil. Extremists ha d ma de themselv es 
conspicuous, a s they a lwa ys do in a time of 
controv ersy. 
But ea ch ev ent in Little Rock, ea ch a ction, 
ea ch ca use, ha d a n effect a nd a rea ction. 
Wha t ev entua lly would ha ppen in the city 
a nd to its indiv idua ls a nd the groups would 
be determined by the pa ssa ge of time. It 
would be influenced by ev erything in the 
scope of huma n experience — by ev erything 
in the menta l ra nge of the people a ffected. 
Little Rock nev er would be the sa me, but 
who could foretell wha t the cha nges might 


be? 
No one ca n foretell now. But a clue a p­ 
pea red in the result of Little Rock’s first 
city wide v oting a fter the turmoil. 
In sev en contests for pla ces in city gov ern­ 
ment, six were won by ca ndida tes pledged to 
modera tion. All were opposed by ca ndida tes 
pledged to extremism; tha t is, to complete 
segrega tion. Modera tes ca rried the election, 
for their first v ictory since Little Rock wa s 
plunged into turmoil.

“ No proof these things a re a ma jor ca use of 
a ccidents.” it sa ys, sending the jittery pedes­ 
tria n six feet higher up the nea rest tree with 
a piercing cry of “ It gets curiouser a nd cun- 
ouser.” 
“ While higher horsepower increa ses speed 
potentia l it is a bsorbed by softer tires a nd 
new a ccessories.” sa ys committee. (Okey, if 
you get hit just remember you were run down 
by the rubber a nd knocked ov er the fence 
by a fa st mov ing “ extra .” >

Ev ery fa rmer knows tha t there’s 
a hea p of work to be done la ying in 
a winter’s supply of food for him­ 
self, his fa mily a nd his a nima ls. 
Some of the wild a nima ls a re not 
concerned a bout this. They 
will 
soon be ma king up their hiberna ­ 
tion den where they will 
sleep 
a wa y the long winter months a nd 
snore a wa y their excess fa t. 
The Bea v ers on L i t t l e Bea v er 
Creek a re a lrea dy busy la ying up 
a supply of succulent ba rk for their 
winter food supply. They seem to 
prefer the ba rk of the most worth­ 
less tree tha t grows a round here, 
the qua king a spen 
Ev en so. they trim a wa y t h e 
brush a nd the slender tops of the 
big trees, lea v ing a ny sa w l o gs 
tha t might be usa ble for cra ting 
or inside work 
Nea rly a ll of the groov es of a s­ 
pen tha t á re within sliding ra nge 
of Little Bea v er Creek ha v e ben 
riddled by our little 
furbea ring 
friends. They ha v e left hundreds 
of cords of pulpwood. much 
of 
which ha s the ba rk off for a ny­ 
one willing to fool with the stuff 
a t the low ma rket v a lue. 


THE BRUSH a nd fine stuff ha s 
gone down a nea rby slide which 
you ca n rea dily find They seldom 
bother the oa k. ma ple, a sh or oth­ 
er more desira ble ha rd wood trees 
if there is a plentiful supply of a s­ 
pen nea rby. Some of the young 
bea v er or one tha t is cra zy in the 
hea d ma y cut a nything just 
to 
keep his teeth worn down 
The bea v er’s teeth keep con­ 
sta ntly growing in a n inwa rd curv e 
a nd unless they do keep t h e m 
worn down, these teeth will grow 
until the a nima l is v ery uncomfor­ 
ta ble 
A sma ll colony of bea v er will 
often clea r out a la rge grov e of 
a spen in a single sea son. They will 
cut a bout a ny kind of tree up to 
two feet in dia meter if they a re 
building a da m nea rby or if a 
supply of a spen is not present 
After the a spen a re cut out, the 
more desira ble ha rdwoods ha v e a 
cha nce to grow a nd fill in the 
ra nks The p i o n e e r i n g a spen 
sprea d to the outer fringe to en­ 
la rge the grov e a nd thus pa v e the 
wa y for a future sta nd of good 
timber, prov iding there is enough 
a spen to sa tisfy the bea v er 
After a grov e of a spen a re cut 
by bea v er, the spot is usua lly four 
yea rs By this time the young root 
sprouts a re good sized bea npoles 
a nd the bea v er come ba ck to ha r­ 
v est the crop. 
In the old da ys the v a i*; of 


bea v er fur wa s a la rge fa ctor ¿n 
ca using the pioneers to i n v a d e 
Ohio The India ns killed them se­ 
lectiv ely, a te the flesh a nd took 
the pelts to Fort Pitt to tra de for 
other supplies. A prime bea v er pelt 
wa s worth from a dolla r to a dol­ 
la r a nd a ha lf, a s sca rce a s money 
wa s then. The whites were n o t 
content until they ha d v irtua lly 
wiped out the bea v ers in t h i s 
a rea a bout the time of the Civ il 
Wa r 


BEAVERS WERE extinct from 
Little Bea v er Creek from tha t time 
until 1941. when the la te Willia m 
H Vodrey of Ea st L i v e r p o o l 
brought ba ck a ma tched pa ir from 
the West, which he relea sed nea r 
Fredericktown 
This pa ir produced v ery fruitful 
genera tions of children a nd gra nd­ 
children so tha t they number thou­ 
sa nds. ha v e crossed county lines 
a nd mov ed into other w a t e r - 
sheds 
They need ha v e no fea r, for they 
a re now fully protected by Oh i o 
la w 
Occa siona lly a 
disgruntled 
la ndowner t e a r s out a bea v er 
da m. but inv a ria bly the bea v er will 
rebuild it a nd ma inta in the site 
until they a re good a nd rea dy to 
mov e elsewhere 
They a re big. busky crea tures 
One killed by a ca r nea r Lisbon a 
few yea rs ba ck wa s reported to 
ha v e weighed 58 pounds. 
They conserv e both wa ter a nd 
soil with their filtering da ms a nd 
a re therefore v ery helpful to ma n. 
rega rdless of wha t he thinks 
Someda y we ma y need bea v ers 
for their mea t a nd fur to supple­ 
ment our supply of these items so 
plea se God. ma ke a nd keep them 
plentiful so tha t there will be 
enough to supply our needs

ca se this da y should ev er come

Fa tigue in­

In Communist aviation circles the big news 


of the week, the month and the year — per­ 


haps of the decade — is an incident that 


may be underestimated in the United States. 


This is an instance in which the American 
habit of pooh - poohing what is done at home 
and gee - whizzing everything done by the 
Communists could conceal something of gen­ 
uine significance. 


The U.S Air Force chief of staff, Gen. Cur­ 
tis LeMay, has directed the flight of a KC135 
jet tanker from a base in Massachusetts to 
Buenos Aires at an average speed of just 
under 490 miles an hour without stopping or 
refueling. 
The distance covered was 6.350 miles. The 
KC 135 is the military name for the Boeing 
707, this country’s leading bid for the same 
leadership in jet aviation that has made its 
planes standard equipment throughout t h e 
propeller era. 
Millions of Americans have seen the Boe­ 
ing 707 during its test flights. Most Ameri­ 
cans know that Gen. LeMay is the cigar- 
smoking, heavy - jowled man who appears 
in public from time to time in connection 
with Air Force developments. 


Verne Saw It Coming 


Readers of the fantasies of Jules Verne 
are remembering that he wrote all about 
space travel in 1865 in a two - volume work 
that sounds like a prophecy. Americans, he 
thought, would be first to reach the moon, 
and their closest competitors would be Rus­ 
sians. 
His story said the American moon rocket 
would be launched from southern 
Florida. 
It would bear aloft three men and two dogs. 
In his story, the contraption got out of hand 
and went into an orbit around the moon, it­ 
self. thereby becoming a satellite of a satel­ 
lite. 
The firing device was a hole 900 feet deep, 
and the rocket was going at a speed of 
25.000 miles an hour when it left the earth, 
a calculation that corresponds with modern 
requirements for getting out of the earth s 
atmosphere. 
The device was jolted out of its moon or­ 
bit by rockets fired at the moon's surface 
and plunged earthward, falling into the Pa­ 
cific Ocean. All the passengers were saved. 
Americans, says Verne, became “moon m ad" 
while this was going on and began to dream 
of staking out claims on the moon’s surface. 
He could be right. No one would want to bet 
at this stage that Americans will not be the 
first to reach the moon 
When they get 
wrapped up in a thing, they do not know 
the word “ impossible.** 
As they used to say in World War II, 
the “difficult" will be done right away; the 
“ impossible" takes a little longer. 


Little Rook N oted 


The neglected study of cause-and-effect and 
action-reaction in popular decisions demand­ 
ed attention when Little Rock voted 
last 
week. 
Here was a city that had been torn apart 
in turmoil. Extremists had made themselves 
conspicuous, as they always do in a time of 
controversy. 
But each event in Little Rock, each action, 
each cause, had an effect and a reaction. 
What eventually would happen in the city 
and to its individuals and the groups would 
be determined by the passage of time. It 
would be influenced by everything in the 
scope of human experience — by everything 
in the mental range of the people affected. 
Little Rock never would be the same, but 
who could foretell what the changes might 


be’’ 
No one can foretell now’. But a clue ap­ 
peared in the result of Little Rock s first 
citywide voting after the turmoil. 
In seven contests for places in city govern­ 
ment, six were won by candidates pledged to 
moderation. All were opposed by candidates 
pledged to extremism; that is, to complete 
segregation. Moderates carried the election, 
for their first victory since Little Rock was 
plunged into turmoil.

Far Worse Things 


Sylvia Porter, the lady who writes so clear­ 
ly about money and business m atters that 
she is read and quoted by millions, finally 
came a cropper on the subject of inflation. 
She admits it, so it can be talked about 
without going behind her back. She tried to 
ride off in opposite directions on the same 
horse. 
Inflation, she hid been telling her readers, 
was 
the 
country's 
fundamental 
problem. 
Therefore, something had to be done about 
it 
But the only thing that could be done about 
it, of course, is what President Eisenhower 
recently mentioned in a press conference. 
Rising prices could be resisted by buyers, un­ 
til the prices were forced down. 


This, says Columnist Porter, riding off in 
the other direction, could be disastrous. The 
only thing that now can keep the 
United 
States from slipping into deflation is contin­ 
ued strong buying by U.S. consumers. Other­ 
wise, the business slowdown will turn into 
a slump, the government will use every gim­ 
mick in its economic arsenal to prime the 
pump and there will be the kind of inflation 
that will curl hair. 
Therefore, the thing to do in Miss Por­ 
ter’s revised opinion, is to continue to buy 
steadily for both cash and credit everything 
being offered, subject only to common sense. 
Inflation, meanwhile, will take care of it­ 
self. Fact is. the consumer index is begin­ 
ning to show signs of moving sidewise, in­ 
stead of up. Fact is — and this is the message 
the money and business observers are trying 
to get across as tactfully as they can — in­ 
flation is not what the experts are worry­ 
ing about any more. That was last year's 
big worry, which is still coming home to 
roost for financial and business columnists. 
The big worry for what is left of this year 
and all of next year is something that scarce­ 
ly has been mentioned since 1954 — defla­ 
tion. 
Miss Porter, in short, has brought herself 
up to date by making an honest confession 
The rest of us can follow suit.

read the words of Wernher von 
Braun, 
former

main delay in the United States 
occurred between 1945 and 1951.

Missiles, of course, would be inef­ 
fective without the use of the hy­ 
drogen bomb. 
Most of the government’s advis­ 
ers among the scientists did ad­ 
vise President Eisenhower that it 
w as more important to develop.the 
inter-continental 
ballistic 
missile 
than to launch a satellite 
The decision to separate the two 
fields was made by the President 
There wasn't much difference of 
opinion, either — in fact, most of 
the scientific and military advis­ 
ers thought it was the right thing 
to do. 
Looking back, 
the 
administra­ 
tion still feels it made the correct 
decision, and there are prominent 
scientists who today back up that 
view. 
Take for instance, the statement 
of Dr. Walter R. Dornberger. a 
German major general who head­ 
ed the team of rocket experts— 
among them Dr Von Braun—that 
launched the famous Y-2 rockets 
over Britain in the last war. 


DR. DORNBERGER is now a

to

Hie Beavers Are Busy

R eprinted From 'F a rm And D airy’ 


Every farm er knows that there's 
a heap of work to be done laying in 
a winter's supply of food for him­ 
self. his family and his animals. 
Some of the wild animals are not 
concerned about this. They 
will 
soon be making up their hiberna­ 
tion den where they will 
sleep 
away the long winter months and 
snore away their excess fat. 
The Beavers on L i t t l e Beaver 
Creek are already busy laying up 
a supply of succulent bark for their 
winter food supply. They seem to 
prefer the bark of the most worth­ 
less tree that grows around here, 
the quaking aspen 
Even so. they trim away t h e 
brush and the slender tops of the 
big trees, leaving any saw l o g s 
that might be usable for crating 
or inside work 
Nearly all of the grooves of as­ 
pen that are within sliding range 
of Little Beaver Creek have ben 
riddled by our little 
furbearing 
friends. They have left hundreds 
of cords of pulpwood, much 
of 
which has the bark off for any­ 
one willing to fool with the stuff 
at the low market value 


THE BRUSH and fine stuff has 
gone down a nearby slide which 
you can readily find They seldom 
bother the oak. maple, ash or oth­ 
er more desirable hard wood trees 
if there is a plentiful supply of as­ 
pen nearby. Some of the young 
beaver or one that is crazy in the 
head may cut anything just 
to 
keep his teeth worn down 
The beaver's teeth keep con­ 
stantly growing in an inward curve 
and unless they do keep t h e m 
worn down, these teeth will grow 
until the animal is very uncomfor­ 
table 
A small colony of beaver will 
often clear out a large grove of 
aspen in a single season. They will 
cut about any kind of tree up to 
two feet in diameter if they are 
building a dam nearby or if a 
supply of aspen is not present. 
After the aspen are cut out. the 
more desirable hardwoods have a 
chance to grow and fill in the 
ranks The p i o n e e r i n g aspen 
spread to the outer fringe to en­ 
large the grove and thus pave the 
way for a future stand of good 
timber, providing tbere is enougn 
aspen to satisfy the beaver 
After a grove of aspen are cut 
by beaver, the spot is usually four 
years By this time the young root 
sprouts are good sized beanpoles 
and the beaver come back to har­ 
vest the crop. 
lr. th# old days Lh# va^s* of 


beaver fur was a large factor in 
causing the pioneers to i n v a d e 
Ohio. The Indians killed them se­ 
lectively, ate the flesh and took 
the pelts to Fort Pitt to trade for 
other supplies. A prime beaver pelt 
was worth from a dollar to a dol­ 
lar and a half, as scarce as money 
was then. The whites were n o t 
content until they had virtually 
wiped out the beavers in t h i s 
area about the time of the Civil 
War, 


BEAVERS WERE extinct from 
Little Beaver Creek from that time 
until 1941, when the late William 
H. Yodrey of East L i v e r p o o l 
brought back a matched pair from 
the West, which he released near 
Fredericktown. 
This pair produced very fruitful 
generations of children and grand­ 
children so that they number thou­ 
sands. have crossed county lines 
and moved into other w a t e r - 
sheds 
They need have no fear, for they 
are now fully protected by O h i o 
law 
Occasionally 
a 
disgruntled 
landowner t e a r s out a 
beaver 
dam but invariably the beaver will 
rebuild it and maintain the site 
until they are good and ready to 
move elsewhere 
They are big, busky creatures. 
One killed by a car near Lisbon a 
few years back was reported to 
have weighed 58 pounds 
They conserve both water 
and 
soil with their filtering dams and 
are therefore very helpful to man. 
regardless of what he thinks 
Someday we may need beavers 
for their meat and fur to supple­ 
ment our supply of these items, so 
please God. make and keep them 
plentiful 
so that tbere will be 
enough to supply our needs 
rn 
case this day should ever come

The coming of cold weather has 
revived interest rn the theory that 
clothing eventually will be designed 
to keep its wearers warm 
Despite all the advances that 
have been made in fabrics and de­ 
sign, the clothing industry is stuck 
with a principle that is out of date 
It is using clothing as insulation 
to keep out the chill, as if it were 
building a hut inside the Arctic 
Circle. 
What the human body requires, 
on the other hand, is a source of 
supplemental warmth to offset th# 
chill, instead of an unmanageable 
wad of fabric and stuffing that 
hinders movement. 
The source of warmth already 
exists It is electricity, either from 
portable batteries or obtained di­ 
rectly from a generator by way of 
a base plug or a cigar lighter 
in an automobile 
Millions who sleep in comfort 
under electric blankets can testify 
this is a better method of keeping 
warn that piling up insulation in 
the form of covers to hold in heat 
generated by the body 
It now is possible to sleep in win­ 
ter without any unnecessary en­ 
cumbrance—to get into a preheated 
bed. knowing it will stay at the 
same even tem perature all night, 
and to wake up rested and re­ 
laxed. without feeling like a moth 
fighting its way out of a cocoon 
before it smothers. 
Using the same principle, all 
of us could be snug and warm all 
winter, whether we were inside 
or outside, without wrapping our 


selves in mummy cases of insula­ 
tion There might be jokes about 
the length of our extension cords, 
when we were pressing ourselves to 
the limit of our potential range, 
but there would be a gain in com­ 
fort. 
Ideally, each of us would posses# 
a cold-weather coverall made of 
light, tough materia! with heating 
circuits built into it The source of 
electrical energy would vary, de 
pending on circumstances. 
Whenever warmth was needed, 
the “ thermo-suit” would be worn. 
It could be plugged into any near 
by base plug, any cigar lighter 
any extension outlet For extreme 
range, it could be heated for hours 
on its own battery, which then 
could be recharged at leisure 
With the temperature remaining 
at constant level, chilling 
a n d 
overheating would be eliminated as 
cold-weather 
perils. 
Fatigue in­ 
duced by cumbersome, awkward 
clothing would be minimized. The 
“thermo-suit" would be no more 
cumbersome than any other cover­ 
all garment with a hood attached 
The reason for getting on with 
this obvious and logical improve­ 
ment is the dawning era of space 
travel Whether our cousins from 
outer space visit us first, or wheth­ 
er we visit them, it will be humili­ 
ating if we are behind the times. 
We can 
be darned sure the 
cousins will have quit wrapping 
themselves in sacks to keep warm 
For all we know, they may already 
be tuned in on micro-waves, cos 
mic magnetism, or thought rays

Hancock County residents will 
go to the polls Tuesday in a spe­ 
cial election for renewal of a 50 
per cent levy for school operating 
expenses which has been in effect 
since November of 1948 and ap­ 
proved by a large margin each 
time it was submitted. 
Polls will open at 7 30 a. rn. and 
close at 7:30 p. rn; Some 37 polling 
sites have been designated in the 
three districts. 


THE LEVY' was approved by an 
80 per cent margin in the 1954 
election. It would expire next June

three years. 
The special election was called 
by the Hancock County Board of 
Education because the levy must 
be submitted before next July I 
and no primaries are being held 
during the school term.

returns from increasing. 
Likewise, prospects for a con­ 
tinued high level of employment 
off the farm are counted upon to 
help sustain agricultural markets 
and prices. 
The department said the new 
year will be marked by a contin­ 
uation of a long-time trend to­ 
ward fewer farms and fewer farm 
people. Because of this, it said, 
the average income of farm peo­ 
ple could well show some in­ 
crease. 
On the farm marketing side, 
the department predicted a con­ 
tinued strong domestic and export 
demand. It added, however, that 
exports may Lot be as large as 
this year's record quantity. 
The report said that so far this 
year, prices received by farmers 
have averaged 3 per cent higher 
than in the same period of 1956. 
Much of the gain has been due to 
substantially 
higher 
prices 
for 
hogs and beef cattle. Feed grain 
prices, on the other hand, are 
sharply lower as a result of in­ 
creased supplies. 
For 1958, the most significant 
changes in farm product prices 
presently in view of the depart j 
ment are somewhat lower prices 
for 1958 crop wheat—because of 
lower price supports — and for 
hogs, for which an increase in 
production is under way. 
The department said farm out­ 
put next year could well equal or 
exceed this year's abundant out­ 
turn. 
The agency also foresaw some 
further slight increases in prices 
paid by farmers for goods and 
services used in family living and, 
in farm production.

“ I won’t believe all this until 
I’m sure I’m awake,” said De- 
vine. ‘T m afraid I’m dreaming.” 
The new general m anager’s sal­ 
ary was said to be $ 30,000 a year. 
Busch took the occasion to an­ 
nounce a new policy: from now 


on only the field manager will 
work under contract—a one-year 
contract—and the other members 
of the managerial team will be on 
a month-to-month basis. 
Devine told reporters that will 
make no difference to him—it’s 
the same way he's been working 
since he first jointed the Cardi­ 
nals as a publicity man in 1938. 
He once aspired to be a major 
league baseball player and for a 
time pitched batting practice for 
the Cards. 
Devine said he'll be less flam­ 
boyant than Lane. 
"I tend to be more conserva­ 
tive about deals than Lane,” he 
said, "but this is no criticism of 
Lane.
